B* IT ORDAINED by the United States in Congreſs 
aſſembled, That the ſaid territory, for the purpoſee- 
of temporary government, be one diſtrict; ſubjea, howe=- 
ver, to be divided into two diſtricts, as future circum— 
fances may, in the opinion of Congreſs, make it expedl-

Be it ordained by the authority afereſaid, That the 
efates both of reſident and non- reſident proprietors in the 
laid territory, dying inteſtate, ſhall deſcend to, and be 
diſtributed among their children, and the deſcendaats of a 
deceaſed child in equal parts; the deſcendants of a de- 
ceaſed child or grand- child, to take the ſhare of their de-

their neeellitles, however, are ſuch, that if they cannot 
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be regularly ſupplied by our traders, they muſt liſten tg 
tne repeat: d invitations made them to turn their trade to, 
and to ſeek ſupplics from another quarter. That the ſai 
motion, among other things, ſtares, that there is reaſon 
to apprehend the Creek Indians are meditating a ſerious 
Plot again the inhabitants of Georgia; and propoſes, 
thar it he recommended to that ſtate to uſe every poſſible 
tears to preforve peace between her citizens and thoſe 
Indians; and that Congreſs reſolve, they are bound to 
dra forth a ſufficlent number of the forces of the Union 
to puniſh any nation or tribe of Indians that ſhall attempt 
to make war on either of the United States, by attacking 
or killing any of their citizens. On theſe ſubjeds the 
committee obſerve, that the encroachments complained of 
appear to demand the ſerious attention of Congreſs, as 
well becauſe they may be unjuſtifiable, as on account of 
their tendency to produce all the evils of a general Indian 
war on the frontiers. The committee are convinced that 
a ſtrict enquiry into the cauſes and circumftances of the 
hoftilities often committed in and near the frontier ſettle- 
ments, oughtto be made; that it is become neceſſary for 
government to be explicit and cecifive ; and to ſee that 
 Impartial juſtice is done between the parties: that juliice 
and policy, as well as the true intereſts of our citizens, 
evince ths propriety of promoting peace and a free trade 
between them and the Indians. Various circumltances 
fhew that the Indians in general, within the United States, 
want only 10 enjoy their lands without intertuption, and 
to have their neceſſities regularly ſupplied by our tra- 
de1s, and could theſe objects be affected. no other meaſures 
would, probably, be neceſſary for ſecuring peace, and4 
profitable trade with thoſe Indians, The committee are 
not informed what meaſures have been adopted by tte 
ſuperinterdanrs to promote a regular trade between our 
people and the Indian nations, or for preventing ir.truſi- 
ons upon the lands of the latter, ſeveral tribes complain 
that their land is taken from them, and that they foffer 
very much for wart of ſuch trade. As information 1cla- 
tive to theſe ſubjects muſt, principally come from the fron- 
e 5 let 
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tier lettlers, the Indians and traders reſiding among them; 
me committee are ſenſible that facts cannot always be well 


aſcertained 3 but in the preſent cafe, there is ſufficient 
5 evidence to ſne that thoſe tribes do not complain altoge- 
: ther without cauſe. An avaricious diſpoſition in ſome of 
8 our people to acquire large tracts of land, and often by 
. unfair means, appears to be the principal ſource of dif- 
e kculties with the Indians. There can be no doubt that 
6 ſettlements are made by our people on the lands ſecured 
4 to the Cherokees, by the late treaty between them and 
* the United States; and alſo on lands near the Oconee, 
Pl claimed by the Creeks ; various pretences ſeem to be fer 
E up by the White people for making thoſe ſettlements, 
- which the Indians, tenacious ef their rights, appear to be 
0 Wi &:tzrmined ro oppoſe. From theſe contrary claims, diffi= 
* culties ariſe which are not eaſily removed. The reſpec- 
* tire titles cannot readily be inveſtigated; but there is

| flood, and pretty well aſcertained in this country, The 
committee conceive that it has been long the opinion cf 
the country, ſupporred by juſtice and humanity, that the 
Indians have juſt claims to all lands occupied by, and not 
fairly purchaſed from them; and that in managing af- 
fairs with them, the principal objects have been thoſe of 
making war and peace purchaſiag certain tracts of their 
lande, fixing the boundaries between them and our people, 
and preventing the latter ſettling on lands left in poſſeſ- 
ſion of the former. The powers neceſſary to theſe oh- 
jects appear to the committee to be indiviſible, and that the 
parties to the confederation muſt have intended to piye 
them entire to the union, or to have given them entire te 
the ſiate ; Theſe powers before the revolution were 
poſſuſſed by the king, and exerciſed by him, nor did they 
 Interfere with rhe I-giflative right of the colony within 
its limits; this diſtinction which was then, and may be 
now taken, may perhaps ferve to explain the proviſo, part 
of the recited clauſe. The laws of the ſtate can have no 
effect upon a tribe of Indians, or their lands, within the li- 
mits of the ſtate, fo long as that tribe is independent, and 
not a member of the ſtate, yer the laws of the flate way be 
executed upon debtors, criminals, and other proper ob- 
jects of thoſe laws, in all parts of it; and therefore the 
union may make ftipulations with any ſuch tribe, ſecure 
it in the enjoyment of all or part of its lands, without in- 
fringing upon the legiſlative right in queſtion. It cannot 
be ſuppoſed the ſtate has the powers mentioned, without 
making the recired clauſe uſeleſs, and without abſurdity

following, to wit: © Convention between the ſtates of 


South-Carolina and Georgia, concluded at Beaufort in the 


ſtate of South-Carolina, on the twenty eighth day of 


April, in the year of our Lord one thouſand feven hun- 
dred and eighty-ſeven, and in the eleventh year of the inn 
dependence of the United States of America; to all 
to whom theſe preſents ſhall come, rhe underwiitten 
Charles Coteſworth Finckney, Andrew Pickens, and Pierce 
Butler, eſquires, commiſſioners appointed by the ſtate of 
South-Carolina of the one part, and the underwritten John 


_ Haberſham, and Lachlan M*TIntofh, eſquires, a majority of 
the commillioners appointed by the ſtate of Georgia, of the 


other part, fend greeting---whereas the ftate of South: 


Carolina did heretofore preſent a petition to the United 


States in Congreſs aſſembled, and did therein fet forth, 


that a diſpute and difference had ariſen and ſubſiſled be- 
tween the ſtates of South- Carolina and Georgia, concen- 
ing boundaries ; the ſaid itares claiming reſpectively the 


fams territories, and that the caſe and claim of the ſtate 
of South-Carolina was as follows, that is to ſay, 
Charles the ſecond, king of Great-Brirain, by charter, 
dated the twenty-fourth day of March, in the fiiteenth 
year of his reign, granted ro eight perſons therein named, 


as lords proprietors thereof, all the lands lying and beg

the rivers Alatamaha and St. Mary, the validity of the 
grants paſſed by the governor of South Carolina, as afore- 


laid, remaining however acknowledged and unconteſted,

Pep leave to report, | 

That from a ſummary of Mr. Yates's commili on account, 
whilſt acting as loan- officer for the ſtate of New-York, 
tranſmitted to this office by the commiſſioner of accounts 
for that ſtate, it appears, That the amount of the com- 
miſſions allowed to, and received by Mr. Vates, for his ſer- 
vices as loan- officer, was ſix thouſand two hundred and 
forty-three dollars, ſpecie value. That Mr. Yates enter - 


ed on the duties of his ſtation in the month of November, 


17755 and continyed therein until the Iſt of January, 
1 1786, 


Id 
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1786, but ſcarcely any buſineſs whatever was tranf. 
acted in that office after the month of December, 198; 
till the month of April, 1785; ſo that the ſpace of time 
in which Mr. Yates's ſervices were actually engaged in 
the buſineſs of the loan- office, will not exceed three 
years. That in the adjuſtment of Mr. Yates's- commiſſion 
account, the ftate commiſſioner has allowed a ſpecie com- 
miflion on the nominal ſum of the old continental emiſſions 
received, and paid by the loan-officer at a depreciated 
value, contrary to the general principles which had po. 
verned in the former ſettlement of loan-office accounts; 
and that the propriety of adhering to theſe principles iy 
clearly ſtated in the report of the comptroller of the 
treaſury, concurred in by this board on the 16th Decen- 
ber laſt. That, in conſequence of this mode of adjuf- 
ment, the comprroller ſtates, that there is a confiderablz 
difference in favor of Mr. Yates, in the ſpecie balance 
found due to him. With reſpe& to the additional com- 
penſation claimed by Mr. Yates, the board obſerve, that it 
_ ariſes for ſervices in figning, ſtamping and numbering 
about twenty-three thouſand bills of the new emiſſion; 
and in counting, punching and packing 2,825,000 dol- 
lars, in bills of the old emiſſion ; for which laſt ſervice 
Mr. Yates charges fourteen hundred and twelve pounds 
nine ſhillings, New-York currency, equal to three thou- 
| ſand five hundred and thirty-one ſpecie dollars, being a 
commiſſion of 1-8 per cent. in ſpecie, on the amount 
of the old continental emiſſions above-mentioned. That, on 


eſtimating the amount of the ſpecie commiſſion abo ve- 


mentioned, at the value of the old continental money, 
as fixed by the reſolve of Congreſs of the 18th March, 
1780, it would amount to 141, 240 continental dollars, 
which is equal te a commiſſioa of 5 per cent. (inſtead 
of 1-8, as allowed by Congreſs) on the whole ſum re- 
ceived; from which it clearly appears, that, if a ſpecie 
commiſſion was to be eftimated on monies received at a 
depreciated rate, the ſame would conſtantly augment in a

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(eſtimating the preſent worth at 250 for one, at which 
it. Was lately purchaſed by the Rate of New-York) the 
commiſſion would exceed 30 per cent. Thar it appears to 
this board, from a report of the two commiſſioners em- 
ployed in this city, to examine, count and deſtroy the bills 
of the old continental emiſſions, now bringing into the 
treaſury, that, betwixt the 15th December and 19th Ja- 
nuary laſt, they had examined, counted and deſtroyed 


2,759,217 dollars of the old continental emiſſions, That 


the allowance, made to each of theſe commiſſioners, is two 
dollars per day; ſo that the expence attending this ſervice | 
has been one hundred and eight dollars: admitting, there- 
fore, the trouble of receiving and punching the old emiſ- 
ſions, at the reſpective loan-offices, to be equal to that 
of examining and deſt roy ing the ſame at the treaſury, the 
expence of cancelling the ſum received by Mr. Yates, 
would be one hundred and eleven ſpecie dollars, inſtead 
of three thouſand five hundred and twenty-one dollars, 
as claimed by his memorial. On the whole, the board 
beg leave to obſerve, that, on eſtimating the commiſſions 


on the old emiſſions, received by Mr. Yates, on the prin. 


ciples ſtated in the report of the comprroller, the ſpecie 
balance, found due to that officer, would be diminiſhed 
two thouſand eight hundred and ninety-four dollars; ſo 
that, ſhould the commiſſion of 1-8 per cent. on the old 
emiſhons cancelled by him, in purſuance of the reſolve 
of the 18th March, 1780, be allowed (notwithſtanding 
the objections made thereto by the commiſſioner of accounts 
for the ſtate of New-York) the amount of the ſame would 
fall far ſhort of the ſum obtained by Mr. Yates, in con- 
ſequence of the 2 on which his commiſſion ac- 
count has been fettled; ſince, by a juſt eſtimation of the 
commiſſion of 1-8 per cent. as claimed by the memorial, 
the ſame would amount only to eighty-eight ſpecie dol- 
lars.

WHEREAS Benjamin Franklin, our miniſter pleni- 
potentiary at the court of Verſailles, in purſuance of the 
powers in him veſted, did, on the ſixteenth day of July, 
in the year of our Lord one thouſand ſeven . 
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jghty-two, with Charles Gravier de Vergennes, &c. 
counſellor of the king in all his councils, commander af 
his orders, miniſter and ſecretary of ſtare; &c. veited with 
full powers of his mot chiiſtian majeſty for the purpoſe, 
enter into, conclude and ſign a contract hetween his moſt 
chriſtian majeſty and the United States of North-Amcrica, 
iz the words following, to wit. 

A contract between the king and the Thirteen United 
Srates of North-America. entered into by the count de 
Vergennes and Mr. Franklin, 16th July, 1782: 

The king having been pleaſed to attend to the requeſts 
made to him in the name, aud on behalf of the United
